The daring young French airman, Jean Navarre, whe brought down his fourteenth German 
aeroplane carly in April, has made an interesting “ find "* om board one of his trophies.

Experiments that have 
since been made im French acroplanes te ascertain the photographic capabilities of the 
apperateus have produced excellent results, clear and distinct photegraphs of military 
value being taken at altitudes of upwards of Gece feet.

ivnificance "': and = that in matters of Defence and 
Imperial concern they have proved themselves as_far- 
eeing and as discriminating as the men In like manner, 
the late Premier of New Zealand stated that ‘‘ under the 
womens vote, patriotism and Imperial spirit had been 
newly nourished The New Zealand voting mothers were 
already distinguished by the fact that they had the lowest 
infant mortality in the whole world Yet those mothers 
who have oO pre erved their boy up to manhood do not 
fail to vote their sanction to the last and most heart 
breaking sacrifice when patriotism call Truly, all that 
women have now done ought to be remembered !
